AVILA, Spain, Feb. 22.—Ten per- 
sons were. killed, incl , 
women, two children and other 
persons waiting in line for food at 
the goorhouse, and 15 seriously in- 

yesterday when two Govern- 
ment planes bombed this insurgent- 
held city. 

One of the seven bombs crashed 
through the roof of a home where 
the women and children were 
killed. 

An Associated Press correspond- 
ent stood on a hotel roof and 
watched the bombers descend on 
Avila out of a clear sky at noon. 
As the ships swooped down, the 
roar of the motors drew crowds to 
the sidewalks. As soon as the 
bombers’ insignia could be seen, the in 
populace dashed for shelter. 

The anti-aircraft batteries in the 
city opened fire almost simultane- 
ously with the explosion of the first 
bomb. Ovi 

After loosing their two 500-pound 
projectiles and five smaller ones, hand 
the planes climbed and vanished 
toward the Government lines in the 
direction of Madrid, about 60 miles, 
away.

INSTRUCTIONS GIVEN 
AS TO CONSPIRACY

Was Stuffed but Con- 
tends Prosecution Failed 
to Establish Plot.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 22. — 
The vote fraud case of seven per- 
sons charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud voters at the last national 
election through corrupt practices 
at the polls in the sevententh pre- 
einct of the Twelfth Ward went to 
a jury in United States District 
Court at 8 o'clock this afternoon, 


der Judge Merrill E. Otis virtually | [ 
rbids Volunteéts-te Leave 


instructed the jury to consider only 
evidence pertaining to the single 
crime stipulated in the indictrhent 


based on a 70-year-old statue de- 


signed to protect ctitzens in the 
exercise of constitutional rights. He 
pointed out that the jury deter- 
mines only guilt or innocence. 

He fixed the punishment, which 
may range from a day in jail and a 
fine of one dollar to 10 years in 
prison and a fine of $5000. The 
Judge indicated that, if a convic- 
tion were to be returned, he would 
exercise his prerogative to suspend 
sentence in sOme cases. 

Even if only one defendant com- 
mitted an overt act, all should be 
deemed guilty, the Judge stated, 
if his act was in furtherance of 
an understanding between them. It 
was not necessary, he said for 
equal partnership in a conspiracy. 
One might be the originator, oth- 
ers drawn in later, but there must 
be at least two persons involved. 

The injury to the voter took ef- 
fect, Judge Otis said, when the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
cast up the final results, guided by 
the figures certified from the pre- 
cincts. 

Instructions on Conspiracy. 

A conspiracy may be entered into 
by conduct, he said, by acquiesance, 
by silent consent. No written or 
verbal agreement is necessary, he 
Judge charged the jury. Failure to 
stop an illegal procedure if it was 


a duty to do so would be an ele lene 


ment in conspiracy, the Judge said. 

The evidence may show, he said, 
that the defendants may be guilty 
of violating both the laws of. Mis- 
souri and those of the United States. 
The Judge then read a long series 
of instructions requested by the 
defense but he elucidated each 
point. The result was not conducive 
to the defense side. Judge Otis 
then reviewed the testimony, charg- 
ing the jury not to be bound by his 
remarks. His presentation of the 
evidence made it clear that 95 bal- 
lots were changed at the polls from 
Republican to Democratic votes and 
that the erasures were not made 
by the voters. 

Case of Precinct 

Citizens were injured by such a 
change, he pointed out. The evi- 
dence shows, he said, that ballots 
were changed out of the ballot box

Chairman McReynolds Douhts 
There Is Time to Enact Bill at 
Session.

J EFFERSON CITY, Feb. 22— 


The State Public Welfare Commit- 
tee, meeting for the first time to- 
day, began its investigation of the 
desirability of estgdlishing a new 
governmental department to admin- 
ister the social security and other 
public welfare activities of the 
State.

The committee adjourned without 
deciding on its procedure.

RISE IN COMPLIANCE 
TAX IS PROVIDED 


Levy of 19 1-2 Pct. Would 
Be Imposed Against Pro- 
ducers Not Accepting 
Regulations. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22. — The 
House Ways and Means Committee 
approved today a revised Guffey- 
Vinson Coal Control Act designed 
to stabilize the bituminous indus- 
try. The committee deferred report- 
ing the measure to the House until 
later. 

Several changes were made in the 
bill, including an increase in the 
so-called compliance tax from 13% 
per cent to 19% per cent which 
would be levied on producers not 
complying with the code of fair 
competition prescribed by the meas- 
ure. 

The excise tax to be levied on 
all producers to provide adminis- 
trative expenses, originally 1% per 
cent on the sale price of coal at 
the mine, was reduced to % of 1 
per cent. It was said this would 
mean a saving of $8,000,000 annually 
to the industry. 

The committee also agreed. to 
exempt so-called captive coal from 
operation of the code. Representa- 
tive Vinson (Dem.), Kentucky, co- 
author of the bill, said this exemp- 
tion would apply to all coal con- 
sumed by the producer or “trans- 
ported by the producer to himself 
for consumption by him.” Captive 
coal is coal produced from mines 
owned by steel companies for use 
in their plants. 

Vinson said the exemption was 
decided upon because captive coal 
was not in commercial competition. 

He said the compliance tax was 
increased because it would “help 
effectuate the purposes of the act” 
which is to stabilize prices and per- 
mit the paying of higher wages to 
miners. 

The captive mine exemption re-

Placed in Kremlin Wall After Pro-

MOSCOW, Feo 22 —

years ago. Ordzhonikidze died un- 
Thursday. 

Stalin headed the dozen pallbear- 
ers who trudged slowly through the 
snow-filled streets to accompany the 
urn from the Hall of Columns, 
where the body had lain in state 
until Saturday night, to the Red 
Square. With him marched such 
leaders as Marshal .Klementi E. 
Voroshilov, Commissar for War; V. 
X. Molotov, president of the Coun- 
cil of Peoples’ Commissars, and M. 
I. Kalinin, president of the Cen- 
tral Executive Committee. 

10,000 Soldiers Present, 

Ten thousand foot troops and 
cavalry stood rigidly at attention 
as the urn was placed squarely in 
front of the Lenin mausoleum and 
Stalin and his colleagues mounted 
to the tribune to listen to two hours 
of oratory from a dozen speakers. 

Wearing great fur caps with ear- 
laps pulled well down, Stalin, other 
Russian leaders and numerous for- 
eign diplomats stomped about as 
the wind-driven snow fell without 
cessation. 

More than 100,000 students, work- 
ers and soldiers waited more than 
four hours in adjacent streets until 
completion of the interment cere- 
monies permitted them to march 
past the tribune. 

The United States was  repre- 
sented by Loy W. Henderson, first 
secretary of the Embassy, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Philip H. Fay-

Commissar for Heavy Industry, 
once was Ordzhonikidze’s ranking 
lieutenant. Piatikov was convicted 
of treason against the Soviet State 
last month with 16 others and shot. 
Nikita Khrushchoff, secretary of 
the Moscow committee of the Com- 
munist party, declared: “We curse 
the Trotskyists and Zinovievists 
who precipitated our beloved com- 
rade’s death.” 

Gregory Zinoviev and 15 others 
were shot last summer after being 
convicted of treason. 

Voroshilov repeated the Red army 
oath to defend the Soviet Union 
and “destroy without mercy all 
those who dare to attempt harm 
to our fatherland.” 

Another speaker was Alexei Stak- 
hanov, the coal miner whose ideas 
for speeding up production gave its 
name to the Stakhanovist move- 
ment, which played an important 
part in the dead Commissar’s fight 
to regenerate Russian industry.

VIENNA, Feb. 22.—More than 
300,000 Austrian Nazis and mem- 
bers of the Fatherland Front party 
engaged in a disorderly demonstra- 
tion today on the arrival of Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Baron Kon- 
stantin von Neurath. 

Hight thousand policemen were 
on duty in the streets as numerous 
organized groups of semi-disciplined 
Nazis, lining the streets along 
which Von Neurath. was escorted 
to his hotel by Chancellor Kurt von 
Schuschnigg, joined in a chorus of: 
“Heil Hitler!” 

Cheers for Schuschnigg mingled 
with the Nazi salute making a bed- 
lam of the two miles of streets 
along which the Nazi Minister, 
understood to be on a mission to 
strengthen Austrian-German friend- 
ship, rode with his host. 

Despite the police stationed every 
30 feet, it seemed the opposing 
groups were on the verge of clash- 
ing several times. Even after the 
party had passed, police found it 
difficult to clear the streets of the 
parading groups. So dense did the 
press become that the oficial party, 
including German Envoy Franz 
von Papen and Austrian Under- 
secretary for Foreign Affairs Guido 
Schmidt, was forced to take to side 
streets. 

When Von Neurath left Berlin by 
train for Vienna last night, German 
newspapers predicted his visit 
would end anti-Nazi attacks in the 
Austrian press and clear up prob- 
lems concerned with the restora- 
tion of the Hapsburg monarchy.

There are hundreds of these sharks op- 
erating in the State, most of them in 
Kansas City and St. Louis. The law to 
regulate them has never had any teeth 
in it, and because the biggest ones are 
organized and have been able to buy 
what they want in Jefferson City, the 

er is forever in their clutches. 

I am writing from experience as a for- 
mer loan shark, having since reformed. I 
know that every dollar of “tribute” paid 
in by the wage-earner is taken out of 
the city, and the records in the tax office 
will show that these concerns never pay 
their legitimate personal taxes. For the 
information of the tax assessor, I want to 
say that the average investment in a loan 
shark’s business is a capital of from $15, 
000 to $25,000 in notes and salary assign- 
ments. A thorough investigation of books 
and records by court order will prove that 
the city and State have been robbed of 
many dollars in revenue. 

The chain organizations of loan sharks, 
of which there are five or six in the 
State, are the largest offenders. They net 
from $1000 to $2000 monthly out of their 
business, and this profit usually finds its 
way out of the city, never to return. 

I wish I had time to talk personally to 
every victim of these sharks, but as I 
haven't, all I can advise is for them to 
stop paying such exorbitant rates to these 
blood-suckers. | H.

3. Similar plans have been advanced by “prominent 
jurists and lawyers,” including Justice McReynolds. 
The McReynolds proposal was to give the Presi- 
dent authority to appoint an additional Judge to 
assist any District or Circuit Judge over 70 who was 
mentally or physically impaired, It had nothing to 
do with the Supreme Court, which is the heart of the 
present scheme. : 

J. The President's plan would be a remedy for 
the injunction evil. 

But Congress already has wide powers to regulate 
the injunction evil and, besides, this point is not in 
controversy. 

S. Veto blood” is needed on the bench. 

When Mr. Cummings refers to the bench, he means 
the Supreme Court, and when he says “new biood” 
he means “different blood” and “different blood” 
means Justices who will do the President’s bidding.

Since Mr. Cummings here admits the court may 
still retain its present membership of nine, what 
becomes ot his insistence that the law’s delays require 
additional Justices? To fall back on Jefferson, Jack- 
son, Lincoln and Grant to justify enlargement, the 
Attorney-General is using the old political trick of 
attempting to set up historical parallels when no 
such parallels exist. Never in American histgry has 
a President attempted the wholesale packing of the 
court, which is now suggested. 

7. Those who propose amendment of the Constitu- 
tion are engaging in the strategy of delay. 

Here Mr. Cummings pulls out an old chestnut and 
cites the fact that the child labor amendment has 
been pending for 13 years and is not yet ratified. 
He conveniently overlooks two examples in recent 
history, when two amendments which really were 
desired by the people passed within a year. We refer 
to the repeal and lame-duck amendments. The first 
was ratified in less than 10 months; the second in 
less than 11. , 
Thus, when it is taken apart and examined, is 
Mr. Cummings’ elaborate defense revealed as the 
argument of a special pleader who has no real case 
to present to the American people. Thus does the 
whole business come down to @ plea in extenuation 
of a bold and unscrupulous attempt to wreck the 
independence of the Federal judiciary.

Bequests deft for public purposes often become useless because of changes unforeseen 
by donors; writer therefore urges grant of discretion to trustees and opposes hold- 
ing funds in perpetuity; foundations have high usefulness for society, which 
would be lost if givers’ errors brought about political direction of such bequests.

ORE than a billion and a half dollars 

has been set aside by private individuals 

for the endowment of foundations, in- 
stitutes, funds and community trusts in this 
country. These funds produce an average 
yearly income of $50,000,000. Where does it 
go? Who decides where it goes? How wise- 
ly is it distributed? And, finally, are indi- 
viduals justified in isolating, through foun- 
dations and trust funds, part of the taxable 
national wealth and reserving it, tax-free, for 
purposes which happen to appeal to them? 

With several notable exceptions, it has 
been the practice of donors to give sums in 
perpetuity for specified purposes. Time has 
played strange tricks on many of these en- 
dowments, 

Take, for example, the fortune left by one 
Bryan Mullanphy in St. Louis in 1851. The 
proceeds of this fund, left in porpetainy. were 
to be used to aid pioneers | coY- 
ered wagons to the West.

By Army on Miniature 
Model of Mississippi 


‘River Re-enacts Its Behavior on 245-Acre 


Plot at Will of Engineers Who Seek 
Facts to Guide Them. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

_ VICKSBURG, Miss., Feb. 22. — 
The big flood seems pretty well 
played out except as it may affect 
New Orleans and the passes to the 
gen if the Bonnet Carre spillway 
fails a duty. Yet for the United 
States Army at Vicksburg, some- 


thing new is just beginning in the, 


1937 flood, for the giant flood has 
made work for the fascinating out- 
door model of the Mississippi River 
built by Army engineers on a 245- 
acre plot four miles out of Vicks- 
burg, near the hills of National 
Military Park. 

After all the rain that fell during 
27 January days and nights in the 
Mississippi drainage basin has run 
to. the sea, and there is no more 
flood water from St. Louis to the 
Gulf of Mexico, the Army will be- 
gin to compile each hour’s rise of 
water at every rod along the river, 
trace its graphs and reduce them 
to model proportions, station 200 
men from Helena, Ark., to Donald- 
sonville, La., as the model repro- 
duces the district, and turn on its 
faucets to the tune of 27 days of 
rain in January, to scale. Then the 
flood will be entering once again 
the crucial weeks of high water, but 
this time the Army will know how 
it all comes out. 

One comes upon, the little river 
model suddenly, after many curves 
and hills, and a trip requires about 
half an hour despite the nearness 
to Vicksburg. 

Yet here it is, spread in concrete, 
wire, chopped anthracite coal and 
stucco, lying behind the army ad- 
ministration building. There are 
guides who tell you how much the 
model can accomplish, and what it 
cannot do. 

Theory Is Tried Out. 


It cannot foretell, for instance, 
the crest of a flood, for the only 
way such computation is possible is 
through Weather Bureau reports on 
rainfall. Nevertheless, the Mayor 
of Vicksburg recently wanted to 
know how far up his city’s banks 
the flood would come, and he got an 
answer after some figuring. 

“We tried it out, though we made 
it clear that this was unofficial,” 
the guide says. “We figured the 
“trests at Cairo, New Madrid, Mem- 
phis and Helena. Then we comput- 
ed rainfall, cut-offs in the river 


: 


going on involving silt deposits, the 
power of flood water at varying 
rates of speed, and some technics 
hydraulics make clear. 

Of the two lakes supplying water, 
one is a reservoir with a spiliway.

What the Army Is Learning, 
The army has been finding out 
four things in the last year. It has 
been determining whether the flood 
routed through the Atchafalaya 
Basin west of New Orleans in a 
short cut to the gulf . will do what 
they think this fuse-plug will do, 
speed a flood out of the valley. It 
has studied the effect of future 
cut-offs on the main channel of the 
river. Once the army thought it 
useless to slice river bends and pro- 
duce cut-offs, for the river would, 
back up and lengthen at some other 
point. Now it is certain the cut-offs 
actually reduce the length of the 
river and, of course, hurry a flood. 
The army has been tracing the 
changes in channel capacity and 
has determined that the 12 cut-offs 
performed since the 1927 flood, re- 
ducing the length of the river by 
100 miles, have been wholly. bene- 
ficial to the valley. 

The model is made to represent 
water, river bed, river banks and 
forests. 

A man has seen the huge, won- 
derful Mississippi basin in flood. 
And now, here, before his eyes, is 
the whole thing again. Its func- 
tions are identical with the river. 
Its purpose is to save life and prop- 
erty. Yet the cost was less than 


“We find a lot out here,” says 
the guide. “We get to know, after 
running of a model flood, how much 
silt has been deposited and how 
much carried downstream. For in- 
stance, we know that ut eight 
inches of top-soil in the Ohio Val- 
ley was carried away from the 
farms of Illinois, Ohio, Indiana and 
Kentucky by this flood because we 
know how much was carried away 
by flood heights in 1927. 

How to Figure a Fiood. 

“Soon we will know that if there 
are, let us say, 15 inches of rainfall 
in one month along a certain Mis- 
sissippi Valley river, there will be 
a flood in that valley so high that 
will inundate so.much land and

Dr. Brown told of the plans for 
the meetings to be held next sum- 
mer in Oxford and Edinburgh, in 
the interest of world church unity.

NEW YORK, Feb. 20. 
E ARE somewhat surprised 
We learn from Dean Smith of 
the Columbia Law School that 
there are too many lawyers. 

We were talking to a fellow the 
other day who told us that the way 
things are going in this country, 
every citizen may eventually need 
at least one lawyer. He said some 
citizens may require four or five. 
The fellow is a Republican, and 
may have been exaggerating. 

Dean Smith reports one lawyer 
for every 378 persons in New York 
City, and one for every 763 persons 
in these United States of America. 
He thinks the legal profession is 
getting slightly overcrowded. 

However, at the ratio of but one 
lawyer to every 378 persons in New 
York, and considering the number 
of persons that are getting in jail 
in the big city every day, we can- 
not but feel that the inmates of 
the town are understaffed legally. 
We always have heard that all you 
need to keep out of jail in New 
York is a good, sure-footed lawyer 
—and plenty of money. 

We think we find an explanation 
for this understaffing in Dean 
Smith’s statement. It seems that 
one-tenth of the lawyers in New 
York are confessed paupers. They 
probably are out scrambling around 
for something to eat, instead of at- 
tending to the legal affairs of the 
clients. 


WE ALWAYS CAN USE lawyers 
in this country. From the very 
foundation of the republic, lawyers 
have been one of our staple prod- 
ucts. We do not recall a time in 
the history of the nation that we 
ever reached a stage of such over- 
production of lawyers that it was 
deemed necessary to slaughter some 
of the crop. 

Lawyers are extremely useful to 
us as State legislators, United States 
Senators and Congressmen. When 
no one else will go to Congress, 
invariably some patriotic lawyer 
can be found to step into the 
breach, if you can refer to Congress 
as a breach without sounding im- 
polite. 

An examination of the roster of 
the current Congress of the United 
States will disclose enough lawyers 
to patch hell a mile, as we say on 
the campus. But for these lawyers, 
a large number of more necessary 
plumbers, barbers and landscape 

gardeners migh{ have to be over 
there in Washington filling up the 
congressional quorum, Somebody 
has to go to Congress, you kn. 


WE HAVE A GREAT admiration 
for lawyers. Especially New York 
lawyers. This admiration of New 
York lawyers goes back to our 
early days on Broadway when we 
learned the magic of a great legal 
name. In those days, friends of 
ours around the cafes were some- 
times taken, unlawfully, of course, 
to the nearby police stations on 
charges of this and that, and they 
naturally would at once request 
permission to see their lawyer. 

“Who is your lawyer?” the Desk 
Sergeant would inquire, 

The answer, almost invariably, 
was: 

“John B. Stanchfield.” 

“Get out of here,” the cops would 
roar, indignantly, and our friends 
would be hurled forth into the 
night. They were always being 
taken to the police stations at night. 

John B. Stanchfield, long since 
dead, was then the biggest lawyer 
in town. The cops never paused 
to reflect that our friends could not 
possibly have enough money to re- 
tain John B. Stanchfield. Maybe 
they took it for granted that a man 
who could just even think of as 
imposing a name as that of Mr. 
Stanchfield must be a person of 
some weight. 

We doubt if there is now ahy 
lawyer in New York of sufficient 
reputation to intimidate the cops. 
Anyway, the cops are not as easily 
intimidated as they used to be, but 
in those bygone days we thought it 
must be wonderful to have a name 
that scared cops. 


LAWYERS ARE INVALUABLE 
as district attorneys, of course. They 
also make good judges. In fact, we 
recall but one judge who was not a 
lawyer. He was a police judge back 
in our old home town of Pueblo, 
Colo. He ran a shoe store before 
he was elected Police Judge; we 
can see him now. He wore a pair

T TAKES only a very little pub- 
lic speaking to teach a speaker 
that no two audiences are alike. 
They are, curiousty, as different 
as individuals are, and they have 
as definite an effect on the victim 
facing them from the platform as 
any. partner in a tete-a-tete. 
Most of them fall inté one of two 
groups. To start with the worst, 
there is the audience which appears 
to be sitting on its seats defiantly. 
“Just try to interest me,” it seems 
to be saying. “Just try to make 
me laugh, or cry, or stir up any 
enthusiasm! Do your stuff and 
Ill decide what I think of you.” 


Needless to say, the speaker 
usually does his stuff very badly 
indeed. A leaden weight seems to 
settle on his shoulders, and as joke 
after joke is met by a cold smile, 
at most, it gets heavier and heavier. 
Eventually, he doesn’t feél much 
interest, cither, his main idea be- 
ing to get through. (This idea, at 
least, is shared by the audience.) 
When it's all over, everybody, in- 
cluding the speaker, feels that it 
was a pretty dull evening, and won- 
ders why people go do lectures any- 
way, and, above all, why this par- 
ticular person should give them. 
It is all very depressing. 


UT the very next week, the 

same speaker may be lucky 

enough to face the other type 
of audience, the one which is ready 
and eager to be entertained. This 
audience sits in its seats with a 
sort of friendly expectancy, and 
it almost always gets its money’s 
worth. The speaker feels the same 
glow that you feel when you meet 
an extra sympathetic friend. He 
warms up to his subject, ideas 
crowd into his mind, and anima- 
tion into his delivery. It is before 
this audience that a very special 
gift of speech sometimes comes to 
a speaker, making him give some 
thing stirring and inspiring to his 
audience. But, actually, they're 
giving some of it to him. 

There are some mechanics that 
enter into this, of course. Several 
rows of empty seats at the front 
of an auditorium, for instance, form 
a barrier that it takes an almost 
superhuman effort to cross, Any 
good program committee should see 
that these seats, at least, are filled 
but they don’t always do it. And 
confusion in the back of the room 
will break any spell the speaker 
can weave and is just plain rude! 

But it is chiefly the attitude of 
the individuals in the audience that 
counts. Not just the people who 
don’t listen, or even those who 
whisper. They are pests which, 
fortunately, one doesn’t meet very 
often. The really sinister ones are 
those who listen well enough, but 
with a lack of response that is 
dampening as the wettest fog. They 
seem to have no idea that an audi- 
ence is a part of the show; that 
here, as any place else, you get 
what you give. 

In my opinion, everybody would 
be much happier if they would just 
stay home.
